Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art of record 
disclose multilayer transfer material comprising optically variable material that conveys different 
color effects at different viewing angles and one machine readable feature substance that does 
not impair a visually visible optically variable effect of the optically variable material, wherein 
the optically variable material and the feature substance are disposed in one layer and the layer 
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being present in the form of information; and including all of the other limitations of the 
independent claims. 

Kaule et al is the closest reference to read on applicant's invention. However, Kaule et al 
does not disclose a machine readable feature that does not impair a visually optically variable 
effect of an optically variable material; and wherein the optically variable material and the 
feature substance are disposed in one layer and the layer further being in the form of information.
